AS PARKXTS. you are re­ 
quested by the Police Depart­ 
ment to find time to check 
over the bike of your son or 

i daughter and make sure it is 
in good condition with no me­ 
chanical defects. What could 

,bc more important than the 
life of your son or daughter?
